Garfield and Tucker. 
Mrs. Garfield did a very graceful and 
a very sensible thing in asking John 
Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, to aet as 
the guardian of her infant children dur­ 
ing their legal minority. 
Graceful, be­ 
cause Tucker was one of Garfield’s 
truest friends; sensible, because a bet­ 
ter man could not have been found foi 
that responsible position. 
When Tuck­ 
er came up from his professorship in 
“the University,’as the Virginians call 
it, a brilliant, scholarly, big-hearted, 
old-fashioned Virginia gentleman, to sit 
in the House of Representatives, he 
sougtli out the more cultivated among his 
colleagues and made them his friends. 
This was not dfficuU, for no one ever 
knew him long without loving him. 
Among them all he found no one so con­ 
genial as Garfield. 
Although they dif­ 
fered diametrically in most things, yet 
they had much in common. 
Garfield 
was a big-brained, big-hearted boy, hi4 
enthusiasm tempered only by his cul­ 
ture. 
Tucker was personally as de­ 
lightful as Garfield, excelling him in 
his ability to tell a good story, and wai 
intellectually his peer in every respect. 
At the same time he was morally strong. 
as honest as he was fearless, although he 
was no better equipped for political life 
than Garfield. Of course, their polit­ 
ical views differed in toto. Tuckei 
was a state-rights man; Garfield was 
a nationalist. Tucker was a free-trader; 
Garfield 
a protectionist. But

Tucker’s desk on the democratic side of i 
the house 
and said: 
“Tucker, you

ed Tucker, and from that time to the 
clay of Garfield’s death they were the 
closest friends. They both loved liter­ 
ature—all letters ancient and modern, 
but perhaps most of all, the Greek and 
Latin classics.

House.—A bill to establish a departmsnt of 
agriculture passed by the house provides that 
the president shall appoint a secretary of agri­ 
culture to preside over the department thus 
eftalJ’shi-a, who shall in every respect rank 
with the secretaries now constituting the 
cabinet Iii the organization of the depart­ 
ment provision is made for an assistant sec­ 
retary with an annual salary of $4.0U0 who 
is .to supercede the commissioner of agricul­ 
ture which office is abolished. In addition to 
the division? now existing in the bureau of ag- 
rienlwire. provision is made for establishing a 
division of veterinary service and a division of 
forestry.

NA hen the department of justice 
wa* created th* law in this respect was not 
changed. Of course it will be my wish to con­ 
form to any request the house of representa­ 
tives mav make, but such wish I cannot comply 
with witLout reversing the law and precedents 
heretofore established.

ing th an if you use fire-brick from th e 
: stores. 
P la ste r of P aris m ixed

stove-ovens,

; bricks, old coal scuttles, w ater-pots, and 
a g reat m any other things. 


T hat 
L eaking 
S to v epipe.—J . C.

T he stovepipe m ust lie as sh o rt and d i­ 
rect as possible, ascend in all its length 
and have th e joints inverted.

To C lean the H air. W ash th e head 
and hair in warm w ater in w hich yon 
have dissolved a teaspoonful or m ore of 
pow dered borax. 
I t is a good plan to 
scrub th e head w ith a n ail-brush as you 
wash it. 
R inse off w ith pu re w ater and 
let th e hair hang down un til dry. 


B orax is also an excellent dentifrice. 
D issolve a little of the pow dered borax 
in w ater, and dip th e b ru sh into it; or 
dip the brush into th e dry pow der. 
C lean th e teeth in pure w afer th e last 
th in g at night, and it is also best to 
clean them after each m eal,

night.

Congestion

lung* is most frequently caused bv sud­ 
den change from the heat of an ill-ven­ 
tilated room or railroad car or street 
car to the cold air outside, without be­ 
ing protected 
by sufficient clothing; 
hence, many persons thus seized drop 
dead in the street. 
Congestion of the 
brain 
most frequently results from 
| trouble and anxiety of mind, producing 
i sleeplessness, followed bv engorgement 
. of the small blood vesiiels of the brain, 
sudden loss of vital power, and almost 
instant death. 
Apoplexy may lie an in- 
: herded disease, or it may lie induced 
by too free living, or its opposite, too 
gre^t abstemiousness. 
Paralysis may 
effect only a small portion of the body, 
from a finger or toe to an entire limb, 
or it may disable half the body, or the 
whole l»ody, when death soon follows. 
When half the body is effected by 
paralysis, we may be certain that the 
seat of the disease is in tile opposite 
side of the brain, because nerve fibres 
cross. 
Partial paralysis is often tem­ 
porary when caused by the rupture of a 
small blood vessel, if the clot is got rid 
of by absorption or otherwise. 
Although this is a disease that all 
classes of people are liable to, its most 
deetructive work is done among the de­ 
praved and dissipated. 
There is no 
doubt that the habitual use of tobacco 
is one of the prominent causes of paral­ 
ysis and other nervous diseases. 
A recent cough will almost always 
yield to tile following treatment within 
two or three days: 
Mix in a bottle 
four ounces of glycerine, two ounces of 
alcohol, two ounces of water, two grains 
of morphine. 
Shake well. 
Dose for 
an adult, one or two teaspoonsful every 
two or three hours. 
Half this quantity 
to children from ten to fifteen years. 
It is not safe to give it to infants or 
children under ten years of age. 
To stop bleeding, if from the cavity 
in the jawr after a tooth has l>een ex­ 
tracted, shape a cork into the proper 
form and size to cover the bleeding cav­ 
ity, and long enough to be kept firmly 
in place when ti e mouth is closed. 
When*an artery is cut, the red blood 
spurts out at each palpitation. 
Press 
the thumb firmly over the artery, near 
the wound, and on the side tow ards the 
heart. 
Press hard enough to step the 
bleeding, and wait till a physician 
comes. 
The wounded person is often 
able to do this himself if he has the 
requsite knowledge. 
Simple fractures may be adjusted bv 
almost anv one. 
Get the limb as near 
as possible in the natural position, and 
then send for a doctor. 
There is no 
great urgency in such cases. 
In fracture of the skull, with com­ 
pression and loss of consciousness, ex­ 
amine the wound, and, if possible, raise 
the broken edges of the skull so as to 
relieve the pressure on 
the 
brain. 
Prompt action would often save life. 
In case of poisoning, the simple rule 
is to get the poison out of the stomach 
as soon as possible. 
Mustard and salt 
act promptly as emetics, and they are 
always at liand. 
Stir a tablespoonful 
in a glass of w'ater, and let the person 
swallow it quickly. 
If it does not cause 
vomiting in five minutes, repeat the 
dose. 
After vomiting, give the whites 
of two ar three eggs, and send for the 
doctor.

Mississiptk river tow ns, from H astings to 
Brownsville, are open and free m arkets, 
and not one com plaint has ever come from 
a single one of those place* while they 
have paid the highest average price for 
gram. 
Such a monopoly as th at now pos­ 
sessed by the elevato. men exists in no other 
business! 
If it be said th a t the elevators are 
oi*en to all who desire to ship grain, the a n ­ 
sw er is. first, th at when their ow ners are 
them selves gram buyers, they are su b stan ­ 
tially private gram houses; as, for instance, 
those of the m illers’ association.

The present .low price of w heat has ren ­ 
dered the situation of the farm ers som ew hat 
desperate.

The price of No. 2 w heat ranges 
from 42 to 48 oents per busheL The general 
situation is aggravated in the m ind of the 
public by the fact th at the rates of grain 
transportation bear no seem ing proportion 
to the present value of such commodities. 
The railroads should deal liberally w ith the 
farm ers, lighten th tir burdens, and share 
some of the general loss w ith them. 
The 
heaviest tariff on w heat is the cost of tran s­

The w heat tariff is relatively 
high. 
It can be hauled a t low er rates w ith­ 
out loss to the roads. 
It is agaiust the in­

By 
antagonizing a vital present interest of the 
people, in a failute to m ake rates “reason­ 
able," as required by law, the railw ays invite 
unfri ndly legislation. 
Thev invoke m is­ 
chief for themselves. 
As a friendly um pire 
betw een the public and the railw ays, w ith 
an equal eye upon the interests of each, the 
comm issioner deem s the present rates upon 
w heat unreasonable. 
As a m atter of justice 
to the farm er, the rates should be reduced, 
because the general public interests require 
it, and because the business condition or the 
great w heat-carrviug lines will justify it 
TRANSIT BATES. 
T ransit rates w ere an ingenious device of 
railw ays to kill local rates. 
When they got 
a bushel of grain in their control they m ust 
have it to the last term inal point on their 
line so as to get all out of it possible. 
Under 
this rule it has become impossible to 6hip a 
car ioad of w heat from any local point to 
M inneapolis w ithout paying through rates 
to Chicago. 
This was overdone, and the ac­ 
cum ulations of unearned freight compelled 
such shippers to lose m oney by selling at a

GROSS INCOME IN BELATION TO TAXATION. 
The total gross incom e o f aU. the. Minne­ 


sota railroads for the year ending June 30, 
1883, was $23,508,089.62; for the year 
ending Ju n e 30, 188 4, $23.243.400 22—a 
decrease of $264,623 40. 
This decrease is 
in the falling off of the receipts of the Mani­ 
toba line. 
The probable receipts from this 
source of taxation, for the com ing year, will 
probably not exceed th a t of the past year,

The yearly ex­ 
pense of the state governm ent proper. In­ 
cluding legislative expenses and interest 
upon the funded debt of the old railroad 
IxmdA, is about $875,000.

A portion of the 
roads have returned their taxes for six 
m onths of 1884, and show a decrease of 
earnings. 
B ut the Jast half of the year, by 
TPason of the iarge grain m ovem ent, will 
follv com pensate ior the earlier loss. 
By a 
decision of the suprem e court we have this 
year recovered $22,589 92 in taxes, lately 
contested. 
This fact alone would justify 
the expense of the railroad com m issioner’s 
office. 
In the suit of the state against the 
Northern Pacific road, over $55,000 in taxes 
were, recovered and a valuable precedent 
established for future years.

Garfield and Tucker. 
Mrs. Garfield did a very graceful and 
a very sensible thing in asking John 
Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, to act as 
the guardian of her infant children dur­ 
ing their legal minority. 
Graceful, be­ 
cause 
Tuckjr was one of 
Garfield’s 
truest friends; sensible, because a bet­ 
ter man could not have bet-n found foi 
that responsible position. 
When Tuck­ 
er came up from his professorship in 
“ the University,’as the Virginians call 
it, a brilliant, scholarly, big-hearted, 
old-faslnoned Virginia gentleman, to sit 
in the House of Representatives, 
lie 
sougtli out the more cultivated among his 
colleagues and made them his friends. 
This was not dflicult, for no one ever 
knew him long without loving him. 
Among them all he found no one so con- 
geuial as Garfield. 
Although they dif­ 
fered diametrically in most things, yet 
they had much in common. 
Garfield 
was a big-brained, big-hearted boy, lib 
enthusiasm tempered only by his cul­ 
ture. 
Tucker was personally as de­ 
lightful as Garfield, excelling him it 
his ability to tell a good story, and waf 
intellectually his peer in every respect. 
At the same time he was morally strong, 
as honest as he was fearless, although he 
was no better equipped for political life 
than Garfield. 
Of course, their polit­ 
ical views differed in toto. 
Tuckei 
was a state-rights man: Garfield was 
a nationalist. Tucker was a free-trader; 
Garfield 
a 
protectionist. 
But 
one 
day, 
after 
their 
friendship 
hail 
become a fact. Garfield came over to 
Tucker’s desk on the democratic side of 
the house 
and said: 
“ Tucker, yon 
know I am a protectionist, but I want 
that there should lie free trade hereaf­ 
ter between you and me in matters lit­ 
erary.” 
“ W ithall my heart,” respond­ 
ed Tucker, and from that time to the 
day of Garfield’s death they were the 
closest friends. 
They both loved liter­ 
ature—all letters ancient and modern, 
but perhaps most of all, the Greek and 
Latin classics. 
Every day they man­ 
aged to steal time from even the most 
Bngrossing of their legislative duties 
for an excursion into those ever-bloom­ 
ing fields. 
Sometimes they met in the 
library, sometimes in a committee-room 
or again on the floor of the house itself.

GREAT OLD TREE*, 
The age of some specimen? of toe 
rrcat trees of California is supposed to 
ixtend back to the time of King David, 
perhaps to that of Abraham. 
In one 
tree which was felled, 1,800 annual cir­ 
cles were counted, without including a 
great multitude around the heart of the 
tree, too intermixed to be distinguished. 
So, perhaps, when “ Solomon began to 
build the house of the Lord which wae 
rt Jerusalem, in Mount Moriah,” and 
ient a letter to Hiram, King of Tyre, 
saying, “ Send me cedar woods, fir-trees 
and algum-trees out of Lebanon,” the 
great trees of California were sturdy 
saplings. 
Some, indeed, claim that 
these monstrous growths are 4,000 or 
5,000 years old, so that they were con­ 
temporary with the biblical creation. 
Euck’jrptus trees which have been 
found in Australia tower to even greater 
height than the California redwoods. 
They are native to Australasia and the 
Indian Archipelago, but the grandee! 
specimens 
exist in North Australia, 
where there are about ninety different 
species of the tree. The 1x>tanist Mullet 
says that trees of one variety, 450 feet 
long, have been found lying on the 
ground, and one 600 feet high is stated 
to lxs still standing. 
This giant would 
then overshadow the Strasbourg cathe­ 
dral and the pyramids of Egypt. 
Thu 
eucalyptus has far other interest than 
that of possibility of immense growth. 
About three-quarters of the Australian 
trees are of this genus, and their value 
is varied. 
All of them make splendid timber, 
both for building and ornamental uses, 
and several yield valuable medicinal 
gums. 
The sap is refreshing and n^n 
be made into a pleasant beer; and from 
the leaves and bark of several species 
properties have been derived resembling 
those of the Peruvian bark or cinchona. 
The kind known as the “ blue-gum” 01 
“ fever” tree is believed to have remark­ 
able virtues in alisorbing the malarious 
influences of the soil, and to exhale an 
odor or influence which tends to prevent 
fevers of a malarious sort. 
An attempt 
has been made to naturalize the eucalyp­ 
tus in different regions of America, with 
a view to its sanitary effects, and there 
seems every probability that the tree, 
which is free-growing and hardy, will 
loon l>e widely scattered through tne 
country.

SUGGESTIONS OF VALUE. 


To TAKe Oil-spots out of matting, etc\ 
wot the rpot with alcohol, rub it with 
hard soap, and then wash well with cold 
water. 
To renovate old black silk sponge it 
with spirits of ammonia or alcohol, di­ 
luted with water, and press on the 
wrong side. 
To remove stains from cups or other 
articles of tableware or marbleized oil­ 
cloths, rub them with saleratus, either 
with the finger or a piece of linen. 
To rid a room of the disagreeable 
smell of fresh paint, let a pailful of wa­ 
ter in which a handful of hay ha3 l>eeu 
placed stand in the room over night. 
Coffee pounded in a mortar ai I 
roasted on an iron plate, sugar burned 
on hot coals, and vinegar boiled with 
myrrh and sprinkled en the floor and 
furniture of a sick room, are excellent 
deodorizers. 
I f you dip your broom in clean, ho* 
suds once a week, then shake it till it is 
alm ost dry, and then hang it up, or 
stand it with the handle down, it w ill 
last twice as long as it would without 
this operation. 
To insure paste from molding put 
into it a proportion of alum and resin. 
A few drops of any essential oil will 
preserve leather from mold, and asinglo 
clove put into a bottle of ink will have 
the same effect upon it. 
W hen about to buttonhole the bottom 
of a flannel skirt, whether for a child or 
woman, double tlie flannel as if you 
were to hem it, and baste it in place. 
This will give firmness and body to it, 
and it will last at least twice as long. 
T he fuchsia should have a period of 
rest, during which time it will drop its 
leaves, and when at rest water sparingly. 
If the pot is plunged in a shaded situa­ 
tion it will not require any watering 
during the summer, or, if the plant is in 
flower all summer, put in a warm, dry 
cellar until about the 1st of 31arcli. 
To grow a pretty vine from the sweet 
potato, put a tuber in pure sand, or 
sandy loam, in a hanging basket, and 
water occasionally. 
It will throw out 
tendrils and beautiful leaves, and climb 
freely over the arms of the basket, and 
upward toward the top of tlie window 
Not one visitor in a hundred but will 
suppose it to be some rare foreign plant. 
W hitening B eeswax.— 3Iv way is to 
make the wax and pour it while Lot in­ 
to a quantity of the coldest water I can 
g e t; the cohl water sets it quickly ami 
it will look like a large sponge; then 
take out of the water and lay it in a 
sunny place out of doors, leaving it 
there until white enough to suit, occa­ 
sionally turning it over. 
It bleaches ir. 
a short time. 
Then melt again and 
mould it into any desired shape. Some­ 
times I strain it through a cloth at the 
final inciting.— Exchange. 
By taking the upper eyelashes be­ 
tween the thumb and finger, and draw­ 
ing the lid completely over the und :r 
lashes, and gently moving it backward 
and forward, any specks in the eyo 
fasten onto the lower fringe, and remaiu 
there after having let go the upper.

F or P er spir in g 
F ee t.—Wash the 
feet night and morning in warm water 
that has carbolic acid in it—it should 
smell quite strong of the acid—and rub 
with a crash towl. 
To B e -lin e a S to ve.— Get ten cents 
worth of clay from the potter’s, worked 
to the consistency of putty, press firmly 
around the sides and corners of the 
furnace-box, leave to dry over night, 
and you will have a more desirable lin­ 
ing than if you use fire-brick from the 
stores. 
Plaster of Paris mixed with 
water, about like paste, is good for 
closing cracks in 
stove-ovens, 
fire­ 
bricks, old coal scuttles, water-pots, and 
a great many other things.

S to v e pipe.—J. C. 
writes: 
“To prevent condensation in 
stovepipes the chimney must l»e higher 
than the roofs of adjoining buildings. 
The stovepipe must be as short and di­ 
rect as possible, ascend in all its length 
and have the joints inverted. 
All open­ 
ings in the flue below should be closed; 
or if they are in use and cannot be 
closed, then place the pipe in the flue, 
Having the upjier part cut oft, so the 
smoke will be conducted into the chim­ 
ney, and in escaping from the pipe have 
uone of the upper part of the pipe to 
hit against.” 
,T. C. sends a diagram il­ 
lustrating this and representing the up­ 
per surface of the pipe as just inside the 
chimney and the lcw erhalf projecting 
half way across the flue. 
To C l e a n t h e H a ik. Wash the head 
and hair in warm water in which yon 
have dissolved a teaspoonful or more of 
powdered borax. 
It is a good plan to 
scrub the head with a nail-brush as you 
wash it. 
liinse off with pure water and 
let the hair hang down until dry. 
Borax is also an excellent dentifrice. 
Dissolve a little of the powdered borax 
in water, and dip the brush into it; or 
dip the brush into the dry powder. 
Clean the teeth in pure wa£er the last 
thing at night, and it is also best to 
clean them after each meal, but few 
take the trouble to do this. 


P ic k l e d C a b b a g e .—Take nice heads 
of purple cabltage, pull off the loose 
leaves, slice from top of head across the 
cabbage, in slices about half an inch in 
thickness, place in a stone jar, sprinkle 
well with salt. 
Let stand twenty-four 
hours. 
To a gallon of vinegar add one 
ounce of mace, an ounce of whole black 
pepper, ami a little mustard seed. 
Drain the cabbage, pat back in the jar, 
scald the vinegar and spicea, and pour 
over the c a b b a g e , repeating the scald­ 
ing operation two or three times, and 
cover the jar tight. 
The cabbage w ill 
be a handsome red color and very orna­ 
mental to the table.

Inflam ed Udder, 
The disease should be attended to in its 
early stage, and the milk must l>e evac­ 
uated so that it will not accumulate nor 
coagulate. 
A metalie tul>e may be in­ 
serted into the teat and allowed to re­ 
main there, so that the milk will flo.v 
as fast as secreted. 
The inflamed part 
must be bathed several times a day with 
cold water containing a few drops of 
arnica. 
If the part be very painful, an 
infusion of hops may be used; after­ 
wards anoiut the parts with a small 
quantity of glycerine. 
The cow must 
be kept on a very light diet, (scalded 
shorts are good) ami if she is fat, or the 
least constipation of the bowels exists, 
give one pound of epsom salts dissolved 
in warm water, to which may be added a 
small quantity of molasses and a tea- 
spoouful of ginger.
